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AMSAT PHASE II REPORT 
By Walt Dixon, W4ADWN 

Amsat’s Phase III project is on schedule and will be completed, 
tested, and delivered to the European Space Agency this Decem- 
ber. Launch is scheduled for March 5th, 1980 from Kourou, French 
Guiana aboard the Ariane launch vehicle. 

Due to the shortage of time there will be only one Transponder 
aboard the Phase III space craft. This will be a 70cm uplink - 2 
mtrs downlink transponder running 50 watts PEP. The 2 mtr 
downlink antenna is designed to have 10db gain so an effective 
radiated power output of 500 watts is expected. Exact frequencies 
are: 435.14 to 435.39 mhz uplink and 145.84 to 145.99 mhz downlink. 
“There will be a 150 khz passband. Beacons are on 145.81 and 145.99 
mhz. By the way, the transponder has been licensed by the German 
Government as an Amateur Radio Station an was given the Call 
Sign DF0OS. 

Amsat is recommending that equipment similar to that used on 
Mode B Oscar 7 be used for Phase III. 10 to 25 watts input power on 
435 mhz with a 10db antenna should contact the satellite much of the 
time. A crossed antenna allowing for circular polarization would 
work best for both uplink and downlink frequencies. Height of 
antennas above ground would not be critical just so that they are in 


the clear. Tracking of the moving satellite will not be critical as Fig 
once the satellite rises above the horizon it will appear to be — 


stationary for long periods of time and moving the antennas will be 
minimal. Maximum altitude will be 22,000 miles over the North 
Pole region. It wuld be 3,000 or 4,000 miles high due East or West of 
us here in Florida. .

JAMMING ON THE HAM BANDS 
OR 
WHO POLICES THE HAMS? 

If you want an interesting listening experience some time, tunein | 
on 3.706 MHz some Friday or Saturday evening about 11 p.m. You 
may hear the Geritol Net. Or you may hear the music from Mary 
Poppins, an argument complete with mild profanity, a drunk in his 
maunderings, a plea for the Net to move toa different frequency, or 
a plea for the jammers to let the fifty or so hams involved in the Net 
continue with their activities. I believe it was Saturday, June 13, 
when a station, apparently in Michigan, turned on Mary Poppins 
music in a deliberate effort to jam the Net, so that no QSO’s could 
be exchanged. The previous weekend I heard the big argument, 
with one station asking the other, finally, what he was drinking. I 

‘have rarely heard anything comparable on CB! 

The Geritol Net is a long established arrangement in which Extra 
Class hams who have not worked all States get together to make 
their contacts. A ham in Arizona acts as Net Control. People check 
in giving their States, and Control lets one persen at a time work a 
State or two. When you want to leave the Net, you ask to check out, 
whereupon all the people who want to work your State ask to 
contact you, and you have a flurry of ten or fifteen QSO’s. For some 
reason it is located in the middle of the Extra section of 75 meters, 
and other Hams who want to work DX in that segment resent it. 
That causes the fuss, and I keep asking myself, ‘“What was that 
story I heard when I first got into Ham Radio about the Hams being 
self-regulating?’’ I also wondered why a Ham would worry about 
being caught working outside the band or in the wrong section, or 
about properly identifying himself, etc., if the FCC could not locate 
the mess I was hearing and rack up someone for playing music, for 
broadcasting, for failing to identify, for deliberately interferring, 
and so on. Then I also got to wondering how in the world the FCC 
would locate a jammer of this sort. It’s not quite like a jammer of a 
repeater, where the FCC knows about where the jammer is and can 
send a vehicle to that location. What do you do when all you know is 
that the Hams with beams say they think they have triangulated 
the culprit in Michigan? 

That Saturday I tuned down the band a bit after the Geritol Net 
gave up the battle, and listened in on a small group. Suddenly two 
new voices came into the middle of their conversation, obiously 
trying to set up a contact on 160. The small group told them to go 
ahead and set up their contact, standing by meanwhile. When the 
newcomers had made their arrangements, they thanked the group 
for their patience and noted their surprise at such courtesy on 75 


. ‘meters. The small group responded, “Why not? It only took you 30 
seconds.”” So courtesy isn’t dead; it is just not widespread on 75 


meters maybe? I don’t know; this new Extra still has a lot to learn. 
Some of it I find not entirely to my liking!

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If anyone ever had any question as to 
whether peple liked the rest period in the 
Florida QSO Party, rest assured that they 
do! The easiest way to find out is to leave it 
out and then duck when the questions start 
coming about where it went. In about 90% 
of the logs that had comments, the first one 
was, ‘‘Where did the rest period go??”’ It 
will be back next year, don’t worry. 

Despite the lack of a rest period, this was 
one of the biggest Florida QSO Parties 
ever. We had 81 Florida and 101 out-of- 
state entries, up from 72 and 68 entries 
respectively. The increase in out-of-state 
entries was almost 50% and was made up 
mostly of CW logs, although phone logs 
were also up substantially. This indicates 
that our Party is one of the most popular 
with out-of-state stations. It was popular 
with DX stations this year — we received 9 
logs from DX stations in 4 countries, in- 
cluding 6 from Japan alone! 

We had several comments regarding the 
proximity of the Party to the summer 
season, with corresponding crummy 
conditions on the high bands and static on 
the low bands. As a result, we will try to 
schedule the Party somewhat earlier in 
1980, possibly in March. (This will also be 
better for the QSO Party chairman, since 
the deadline for Florida Skip was too close 
to the entry deadline for the logs to allow 
for contingencies like being sent out of 
town.) 

Speaking of scheduling, we got some 
complaints about the New York QSO Party 
being on the same weekend. When we 
scheduled our contest, New York had not 
yet been scheduled on that weekend. As a 
matter of fact, nothing had yet been 
scheduled on that weekend in the U.S.A. 

Scores in this year’s Party were up quite 
a bit, esepcially for the out-of-state 
stations. Top CW score in Florida was 
N4BP’s Class A portable 61k effort in he 

Florida Keys. That 1.5 multiplier made the 
difference between a plaque and number 3 
for Bob. On phone, the indefatigable N4SUF 
made over 1400 QSOs for a 103k score anda 
plaque. Washington state’s WB7QEL dah- 
ditted his way to a 5,136 first-place score, 
while last year’s winner N6MU finished a 
strong second. Out-of-state phone honors 
this year go to KH6JMG portable in 
Colorado, with 4,550 points. The club 
aggregate scores were quite close for the 
top three clubs, with NOFARS taking the 
plaque by a slim 37k margin over the West 
Palm Beach ARC, reversing the order of 
last year’s finish. 

We had 14 class A entires this year, up 
from 9 in’78. Two stations went mobile this 
year, W4MNZ in ten counties (!) and 
W2HAE in two more. Five stations were 
multi-op this year. If multi-op activity 
continues to increase, we may create a 
special category for them — your com- 
ments, please. 

A few final notes: Logs were, in general, 
a pleasure to read. Almost all were very 
neat and clean, so much so that I really 
can’t pick any one above the others. 
Heartfelt gratitude to all with those neat 
logs, and a wave of the Wouff Hong at the 
few which would be readable only if I were 
under the influence. Certificates will be 
mailed to the appropriate stations this 
month, and plaques will be mailed to the 
out-of-state winners soon. Florida winners 
will be awarded their plaques at the 
Tropical Hamboree in Miami in January, 
as always. Thanks again for your par- 
ticipation, and we’ll see you in it again 
next year.

FLORIDA SKIP, 


DX WITH W4MB 
BLOB PROPAGATION ' 

When an ionosphere area moves into the earth’s shadow, shortly 
after sundown, production of ions and electrons due to the action of 
ultraviolet light ceases. Also, the ions and electrons start to 
recombine, so the MUF starts to decrease. 

The ion recombination is not uniform, but occurs more in some 
places than in others, mostly because of the earth’s magnetic field. 
One result is the creation of local patches, or blobs, of 1onization, 
for which the local MUF is still high. These act as lenses, changing 
the direction of propagation. The effect is somewhat like the 
propagation of light through the water drops coming from a lawn 

- sprinkler — a rainbow is formed. 

This process occurs over a period of time, and is much the 
strongest along the earth’s magnetic equator. Because of 
geometry, the propagation effect is greatest for signals which 
move at right angles to this equator; it becomes small if the 
propagation path lies more than thirty or so degrees from the right 
angle. 

This mode of propagation is called ‘“Trans-Equatorial Scatter,” 
(“TE’’). It was discovered by amateurs, and was quite a surprise 
to propagation experts. 

You can hear these TE signals nearly every evening on 10 and 15 
meters, about an hour or so after sunset. Well after other signals 
have disappeared, LU, CE and possibly VP8 signals will still be 
coming through. They will have a distinctive ‘‘flutter’’ sound, 
easily recognized. With a beam pointed south, a number of signals 
will be found. 

In the Americas, the magnetic equator lies south of the 
geographic equator. 

Recently some new DX records have been set on 6 and 2, using 
this propagation mode. There should be a good chance to extend 
these records from Daytona Beach. What’s needed? SSB or CW on6 
or 2, a good antenna, and some operating time are the basics. Some

The FCC has begun Phas I of its fee refund program. Phase I 
concerns fees of over $20, and affects amateurs who paid a $25. 
fee in applying for special callsigns, such as 1 X2’s. To request a 
refund, persons must obtain a copy of the Phase I Fee Refund 
Program instruction and form booklet, obtainable by mail from 
any FCC district office, or from the FCC Refund Program Office: 
FCC Fee Refund Program, P.O. Box 1788, Hyattsville, MD 20- 
788. 

When writing for forms or hooklets the tvpe of license for 
which a refund 1s being requested should be noted; Phase II of 
the fee refund program, which affects fees of $20. or less, will 
begin early 1980. (From ARRL Dir.s. Newsletter. Tks) 

FCC WILL MOVE 


FCC’s licensing division will move to Gettysburg, the Commis- 
sioners decided Friday, providing Congress approves the shift. Af- 
fected would be about 160 people presently in the Washington 
office, leaving only Licensing Chief Dick Everett and his immed- 
iate staff behind. 

Amateur and CB licensees, whose applications are already done 


by the Gettysburg facility, would feel little change from the move. 


The greatest effect would be on the land mobile service, whose 
licenses are presently all processed in Washington.
